The distance of the moon from the 
earth at the time of the eclipse was

It consists of a large pipe with 
outlets, or 
perforations 
along 
one 
side of it. which operates on the prin­ 
ciple of forcing jets of oxygen over 
the burning furnaces. 
The air is 
sucked into the pipe from the outside 
by steam. It is taken along the pipe 
at the rear of the furnace and is 
gushed out in streams over the heart 
of the fire. 
When the fire is banked with coal, 
volumes of smoke and soot, all laden- 
ed with combustible gasses escapes 
through the smoke stack on account 
of there not being enough oxygen to 
burn them. 
The new consumer that has been 
installed causes 
this 
waste to be 
burned and saves much coal. 
The 
only smoke 
that 
comes 
from the 
stack is for about one minute and 
then is turned to gray smoke which 
evaporates 
as it comes 
from 
the 
stack.

BUDGET BUREAU

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
11—The 
first two months of government 
operation in the current fiscal year 
has given the budge bureau renewed 
hope, that its previous estimates of 
increasing receipts and reducing ex­ 
penditures for the twelve months, 
ending June 30 next, will he carried 
out. 
Director Lord declared today that 
receipts for July and August, were 
greater by $19,500,000 than for the 
same two months last year while a 
reduction of one million dollars had 
been accomplished in expenditures. 
The budget director said he was 
not entirely satisfied, however, with 
the rate of reductoin In expenditures 
although the decraese had been sub­ 
stantial. 
He reminded department 
heads and others that the adminstra- 
tion program was to hold the outgo 
for the current twelve months with­ 
in three billion dollars, exclusive of 
public debt retirements and postal 
expenditures. 
Routine governmen­ 
tal withdrawals from the treasury 
he explained, must be kept at the 
minimum if the purpose is to be 
accomplished.

In design, construction, operation, and lubri­ 
cation, the Ford is unique. The engine oil 
must adequately and efficiently lubricate 
both transmission and multiple disc clutch.
